Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  health  of  the  Burgh 
and  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year  1956. 

The  year  has  been  characterised  by  a slight  increase  in  infant  mortality 
and  further  fall  in  the  incidence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 0 

It  has  been  an  outstanding  year  in  respect  of  clinic  attendances.  First 
attendances  at  infant  welfare,  immunisation,  ante-natal,  post-natal  and  dental 
clinics  have  been  the  highest  ever  recorded.  The  great  difficulty  to  obtain 
health  visiting  staff,  however,  overshadows  many  of  the  present  schemes  and 
the  development  of  new  ones. 

The  follow-up  for  one  year  of  persons  discovered  to  have  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  in  the  x-ray  campaign  of  November,  1955  has  shown  the  encouraging 
results  to  be  obtained  from  the  early  discovery  of  this  disease,, 

I wish  to  thank  members  of  the  Town  Council  and  in  particular  members  of 
the  Health  Conmittee  for  their  encouraging  support  during  the  year.  I am 
also  indebted  to  the  officials  of  other  Departments  and  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  constant  co-operation  and  assistance.

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GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Population  - The  Registrar  General's  estimation  of  the  population  of  the  Burgh 
at  the  middle  of  1956  is  70,717  which  is  610  more  than  the  estimated 
population  of  1955.  The  acreage  of  the  Burgh  is  6330*14  giving  the  number 
of  persons  per  acre  as  11,17. 

Deaths  - There  were  786  deaths  during  the  year  which  is  7 more  than  during  the 
year  1955*  The  general  death  rate  is  therefore  unchanged  at  11.1  per 
thousand  of  the  population. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
during  the  year  - 16  persons  died  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  which  is  6 
more  than  during  the  year  1955. 

136  deaths  resulted  from  cancer,  an  increase  of  20  from  the  previous 
year.  Of  the  136  deaths  20  were  the  result  of  cancer  of  the  lung.  19 
males  and  1 female.  The  average  age  at  death  from  lung  cancer  was  64 
years. 


For  a number  of  years  statistics  of  still-births  and  infant  deaths  in 
Motherwell  and  Wishaw  have  indicated  the  importance  of  and  the  need  for 
greater  ante-natal  care.  The  figures  for  1956  emphasise  this  more  than 
ever.  Of  the  78  infants  (38  still-births  and  40  infant  deaths)  lost 
during  the  year  64(82^)  were  either  still-births  or  did  not  survive  the 
first  week  of  life. 

Births  - There  were  1445  live  births  during  the  year,  73  more  than  in  1955. 

The  birth  rate  of  20,4  per  thousand  of  the  population  is  the  highest  since 
1949.  51  of  these  live  births  were  illegitimate. 

Marriages  - The  number  of  marriages  registered  in  the  Burgh  during  the  year 
was  676  - 26  more  than  in  1955.  The  marriage  rate  is  9.6  per  thousand 
of  the  population. 

Infectious  Diseases  — The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  has  been  low  for 
the  third  year  in  succession.  No  outbreaks  of  notifiable  infectious 
disease  fall  to  be  recorded.  Four  deaths  from  principle  epidemic  disease 
were  the  result  of  influenza.  Eight  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were 
notified  and  confirmed  during  the  year.  All  suffered  from  a mild 
non-paralytic  form  of  the  disease.  Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred 
during  1956.  These  were  sporadic  infections  with  salmonella  typhimurium  - 
the  source  of  the  infection  being  undiscovered.  No  cases  of  diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  Burgh  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis  - 86  confirmed  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  Burgh.  This  is  very  satisfactory 
particularly  as  the  figure  includes  22  new  cases  discovered  during  the 
Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Campaign  held  towards  the  end  of  1955.  Only 
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64  nev  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  added  to  the  register  exclusive  of 
the  22  discovered  during  the  campaign  which  is  18  less  than  in  the  year  1955. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

In  view  of  the  introduction  of  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  during 
the  year  the  following  record  of  incidence  of  acute  poliomyelitis  in  the 
Burgh  is  of  interest.

Registration  of  children  born  in  the  years  1947-54  was  carried  out 
between  lst-31st  March,  1956.  5057  children  were  registered.  The  vaccine 

subsequently  made  available  permitted  of  648  children  being  vaccinated 
against  poliomyelitis  by  2 injections  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  therefore  4409  registered  children  remained  unvaccinated.  No 
complication  was  reported  in  any  of  the  vaccinated  children  and  in  this  respect 
the  nev  vaccine  can  be  said  to  have  made  a successful  debut  in  spite  of 
considerable  controversy  in  the  national  press.  One  cannot  help  feeling 
however  that  the  Health  Department,  on  whom  the  work  of  vaccination  was  to 
fall,  was  placed  in  a difficult  position  in  that  information  regarding  the 
operation  of  the  nev  scheme  invariably  reached  the  Department  after  many 
of  the  facts  had  been  presented  to  the  public  by  the  national  press.  As 
a result  numerous  enquiries  from  the  public  were  made  at  the  Health 
Department  before  official  information  had  been  received  there.  The  inability 
to  satisfy  these  enquiries  was  not  favourable  to  the  prestige  of  the  Health 
Department  nor  was  it  in  the  best  interests  of  a new  vaccination  scheme  on  the 
merits  of  which  public  opinion  was  divided. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  and  Smallpox 
Vaccination 


1,171  children  of  pre-school  age  completed  a full  course  of  diphtheria 
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immunisation  during  1958.  This  is  the  highest  number  ever  recorded  in  the 
Burgh  and  represents  81^  of  the  annual  births  for  the  year. 

The  number  of  primary  vaccinations  carried  out  during  the  year  was  716 
which  is  again  the  highest  recorded  in  the  Burgh.  There  is  reason  to  be 
pleased  with  the  response  being  made  by  parents  in  the  Burgh  to  the  Health 
Department's  propaganda  for  diphtheria  immunisation  and  smallpox 
vaccination. 


Follow-up  on  Mass  Miniature  Survey  of 
November  1955 

Ninety-eight  persons  were  reported  to  be  suffering  from  active  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  following  the  x-ray  campaign.  After  three  months  of  assessment 
this  figure  was  reduced  to  44  new  cases  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
Twenty  of  these  required  to  be  admitted  to  hospital  and  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that,  after  a period  of  one  year,  only  one  remained  in  hospital.  Of 
the  44  persons  discovered  with  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the 
campaign  only  29  remained  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  one  year.  Of  the 
22  persons  discovered  to  have  tuberculosis  who  were  employed  in  gainful 
occupation  prior  to  the  campaign  10  had  returned  to  work  at  the  end  of  one 
year. 

These  facts  illustrate  the  value  of  a mass  x-ray  survey  in  discovering 
cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  early  stages  when  treatment  is  most  effective. 

Health  Visitors  - Staffing 

The  Town  Council  considered  the  position  of  the  health  visiting  staff 
during  the  year  and  agreed  in  principle  that  an  addition  to  the  twelve 
health  visitors  was  required  to  carry  out  present  duties  along  with  the 
health  visiting  of  aged  persons.  It  was  agreed  to  authorise  an  increase  of 
four  certificated  health  visitors  or  trainee  health  visitors  during  1956  and 
to  review  the  position  annually. 

In  response  to  several  advertisements  however  only  one  additional 
certificated  health  visitor  was  engaged  during  the  year.  Two  additional 
trainees  were  engaged  under  the  Assisted  Training  Scheme.  Only  three  of 
the  additional  health  visitors  authorised  were  therefore  taken  on  to  the 
staff  during  the  year. 


Domiciliary  Midwifery 


The  number  of  domiciliary  births  conducted  by  the  Town  Council's  midwives 
remains  remarkably  constant.  There  were  473  during  the  year  1956  which  is 
two  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  housing  policy  of  concentrating  the 
building  of  new  houses  in  one  development  area  at  a time  results  in  an  uneven 
distribution  of  births  in  the  Burgh.  Most  mothers  choose  a midwife  nearest 
her  home  and  hence,  during  1956  the  demand  was  high  for  midwives  nearest  to 
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the  new  Forgewood  scheme.  The  work  however  had  to  be  evenly  distributed  and 
Wishaw  midwives  required  to  attend  numerous  births  in  the  Forgewood  scheme 
during  the  year.  This  adds  to  travelling  time  and  greater  use  of  night  taxis. 
It  is  probable  that,  with  the  concentration  of  new  houses  in  the  Coltsess  area 
during  the  year  to  come,  Motherwell  midwives  will  require  to  relieve  Wishaw 
midwives  in  a similar  manner. 

The  number  of  doctors  actually  in  attendance  at  the  birth  of  babies  in 
their  own  houses  becomes  smaller  every  year.  During  the  year  1956  only  six 
doctors  were  present  at  home  confinements  within  the  Burgh. 

Clinic  Attendances  « 

The  value  of  the  Child  Welfare,  Ante-Natal,  Post-Natal  and  Dental  Clinics 
to  mothers  in  the  Burgh  is  reflected  in  the  constant  high  attendances  at  these 
clinics.  The  973  infants  under  1 year  who  attended  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic 
in  1956  for  the  first  time  represents  67^>  of  infants  born  during  that  year. 
These  infants  attended  the  clinic  six  times  on  an  average  during  the  year. 

The  640  children  between  one  and  five  years  of  age  who  attended  the  child 
welfare  clinic  for  the  first  time  during  the  year  represents  a smaller 
proportion  of  the  children  in  this  age  group  but  it  is  understandable  that 
mothers  who  are  conscientious  in  attending  with  their  infants  are  less  inclined 
to  visit  when  the  children  become  older.  The  953  mothers  attending  the 
Ante-Natal  Clinic  and  the  722  attending  the  Post-Natal  Clinic  represent  70^ 
and  53^  of  mothers  confined  during  the  year.  The  494  expectant  mothers,  222 
nursing  mothers  and  254  pre-school  children  who  were  seen  during  the  year  at 
the  Dental  Clinic  represent  satisfactory  figures  of  attendance  in  a clinic 
which,  in  its  present  form,  has  operated  for  only  two  years.  It  would  appear 
however  that  little  increase  can  be  expected  in  dental  attendances  without 
some  expansion  of  the  present  staff. 

It  is  satisfying  to  note  that  in  spite  of  predictions,  that  under  the 
National  Health  Service  these  clinics  might  diminish  in  importance,  time  has 
shown  that  attendances  at  them  have  risen. 

Coltness  Smokeless  Zone 

This  re-development  area  which  will  eventually  comprise  1800  houses  was 
made  a smokeless  zone  during  1956,  it  being  a condition  of  tenancy  that  no 
smoke  will  be  produced  from  the  house  or  its  appurtenances. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  290  houses  in  this  smokeless  zone  had  been 
occupied.  No  difficulties  in  the  supply  of  coke  have  been  experienced  and 
in  general  those  occupying  the  houses  were  very  satisfied  with  the  heating 
arrangements.  By  the  end  of  the  year  no  agreement  had  been  reached 
concerning  alternative  arrangements  for  miners  living  in  the  area  who  were 
entitled  to  concessionary  coal. 

During  the  year  smoke  recorders  were  established  at  five  suitable  sites 
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in  the  town.  These  records  indicate  a high  degree  of  general  air  pollution 
throughout  the  Burgh,  They  are  likely  to  prove  of  value  in  the  future  as  a 
permanent  record  of  progress  in  the  purification  of  the  atmosphere,

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Infant  Deaths 


Forty  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  died  during  the  year  1956  - being 
fire  more  than  in  1955.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  28  per 
thousand  live  births  during  the  year  1956  - an  increase  of  tvo  per  thousand 
over  the  previous  year.  Tventy-eight  (70/&)  of  these  infant  deaths  occurred 
during  the  first  month  of  life  giving  a neo-natal  death  rate  of  19  per 
thousand  live  births.  Ten  deaths  occurred  in  children  between  2 and  6 
months  of  age  and  tvo  in  children  betveen  6 and  12  months. 

Of  the  28  neo-natal  deaths  (i.e.  occurring  in  the  first  month  of  life) 

17  were  ascribed  to  prematurity  and  in  6 of  these  associated  causes  vere 
recognised  such  as  maternal  uterine  infection  and  toxaemia,  congenital  defect 
and  plural  pregnancy.  Five  neo-natal  deaths  vere  the  result  of  congenital 
abnormality,  2 resulted  from  maternal  conditions  of  toxaemia  and  placenta 
praevia  and  2 resulted  from  haemolytic  disease  of  the  nev-born.  One 
neo-natal  death  vas  the  result  of  malpresentation  and  one  vas  attributed  to 
primary  atelectasis. 

Of  the  10  infant  deaths  occurring  betveen  the  ages  of  2 and  6 months 
three  vere  the  result  of  sudden  death,  three  vere  due  to  gastro-enteritis, 
tvo  vere  the  result  of  pneumonia,  one  vas  from  septicaemia  and  one  fol loved 
surgical  treatment  for  intussusception. 

Of  the  2 infant  deaths  betveen  the  ages  of  6 months  and  1 year  one  vas 
a sudden  death  from  asphyxia  following  vomiting  and  the  other  the  result  of 
broncho  pneumonia. 

Still-Births 

There  vere  38  still-births  during  the  year  1956  - 15  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  The  still-birth  rate  per  thousand  total  births  for  1956  vas 
therefore  26.

Perinatal  Death  Rate 

Of  the  28  neo^natal  deaths  26  occurred  within  the  first  week  of  life. 
This,  combined  with  the  38  stillbirths,  gives  a total  of  64  perinatal  deaths 
and  a perinatal  death  rate  of  43  per  thousand  total  births. 

ROUTINE  BLOOD  EXAMINATION  OF 
MOTHERS  ATTENDING  THE  ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC 


887  mothers  who  attended  the  antenatal  clinic  were  confined  during  the 
year.  In  860  of  these  mothers  routine  blood  samples  were  taken  for  Khan 
reaction,  Rhesus  factor  and  indications  of  anaemia.

The  Khan  reaction  was  negative  in  all  cases. 

^j^j^ij^nb^on^^for  Rhesus  factor  — Of  the  860  mothers  699  were  Rh.  positive 
and  161  were  Rh0  negative.  Of  the  161  Rh,  negative  mothers  4 had  Rh. 
antibodies  and  gave  birth  to  5 children,  one  being  a plural  pregnancy.  The 
outcome  of  the  5 births  is  interesting  and  is  described  as  follows:- 

Case  1 

In  1956  a deeply  jaundiced  child  was  still  born  as  a result  of 
haemolytic  disease.  The  mother  had  given  birth  to  her  first  child  in  1953. 
It  was  normal.  In  1954  her  2nd  child  suffered  from  haemolytic  disease  but 
survived  following  an  exchange  transfusion.  In  this  case  the  father's 
blood  was  examined  for  Rh.  factor.  Reporting  on  this  the  Regional 
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Transfusion  Service  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  father  was  probably  homozygous 
Rh.  positive,  and  that  all  subsequent  children  of  this  couple  would  be  Rh. 
positive  and  therefore  affected  by  haemolytic  disease.  Contraceptive  advice 
was  therefore  given  to  the  mother  at  the  post-natal  clinic. 

Case  2 

In  1956  a live  and  healthy  child  was  born  having  a cord  Hb.  of  96^, 

The  mother's  obstetric  history  showed  that  since  1942  she  had  had  9 
pregnancies,  the  4th  and  7th  being  12th  week  abortions  and  the  8th  a still 
birth.  The  remainder  of  her  pregnancies  were  normal. 

Case  3 

In  1956  a 6 lb.  child  was  still  born  as  a result  of  haemolytic 
disease.  The  mother  had  had  4 earlier  pregnancies  since  1951,  the  first  3 
being  normal  and  the  4th  being  an  abortion  at  the  8th  week. 

Case  4 

In  1956  premature  twins  were  born,  both  suffering  from  Haemolytic 
disease.  Both  required  exchange  transfusion.  The  heavier  twin,  who  at 
birth  had  a cord  Hb.  of  68^  survived  and  the  smaller  twin  who  weighed  4 lbs. 

4 oz.  and  had  a cord  Hb.  of  52/&  died  in  24  hours.  The  mother  in  this  case 
had  had  2 previous  pregnancies  - in  1950  and  in  1952  - both  being  normal. 

The  final  outcome  of  the  not  inconsiderable  ante-'fcatal  work  carried  out  in 
respect  of  Rh.  factor  in  mothers  attending  the  ante-natal  clinic  was  the 
survival  of  1 child  (case  4),  the  loss  of  1 infant  within  24  hours  (case  4)  2 
still  births  from  Haemolytic  disease  (cases  1 and  3).  In  case  2 the  infant 
which  was  in  every  way  normal  was  presumably  Rh.  negative. 

Examination  for  evidence  of  aneamia  - Of  the  860  mothers  from  whom  routine  blood 
samples  were  taken  17  were  found  to  have  a blood  haemoglobin  of  between 
6-8  gms.  per  100  ml.  and  248  were  found  to  have  a blood  haemoglobin  between 
8-10  gms.  per  100  ml.  All  of  these  mothers  had  iron  therapy  - iron  being 
given  orally  in  all  except  four  cases  who  required  intravenous  iron. 

It  is  evident  that  the  main  value  of  routine  blood  examination  of 
expectant  mothers  is  in  the  detection  of  anaemia.  Many  of  these  mothers 
appear  well  and  show  no  clinical  evidence  of  anaemia.  Routine  blood 
examination  is  therefore  of  the  utmost  importance. 

Child  Welfare  Clinic  - Four  child  welfare  sessions  continue  to  be  provided 
weekly,  two  at  the  Airbles  Road  Clinic  and  two  at  the  Wishaw  Clinic.  The

TUBERCULOSIS 


Incidence  - During  the  year  95  notifications  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  vere 
received.  The  diagnosis  vas  confirmed  in  93  cases.  Of  these  86  vere 
pulmonary.  Classification  of  confirmed  cases  according  to  age  group  and 
sex  incidence  is  shovn  in  the  statistical  tables  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

Of  the  86  confirmed  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  11  vere  classified 
as  primary  and  75  as  post  primary.  64  vere  classified  as  early  acute,  3 

as  chronic  vith  recent  spread  and  19  as  chronic.  8 of  the  pulmonary 
cases  suffered  from  pleural  effusion  vithout  parenchymal  disease. 

Of  the  86  pulmonary  cases  31  vere  sputum  positive,  34  vere  sputum 
negative  and  sputum  vas  absent  in  21  cases. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  the  method  by  vhich  the  confirmed  cases 
vere  discovered.

Caritation  vas  present  or  suspected  in  27  cases,,  Hilar  enlargement  was 
present  in  20  cases,.  Pleural  effusion  associated  with  parenchymal  disease 
was  present  in  3 cases  and  there  was  a history  of  prerious  pleurisy  in  5 
cases. 

All  Tuberculosis  - There  are  856  persons  resident  in  the  Burgh  of  Motherwell  and 
Wishaw  who  are  known  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  at  31st  December,  1956. 
These  are  classified  according  to  age  and  sex  in  the  statistical  tables  at 
the  end  of  the  report. 

Infective  Cases  — Sputum  was  examined  in  463  cases  during  the  year,  tubercle 
bacilli  being  present  in  43  cases.  The  number  of  known  infective  cases 
living  at  home  at  31st  December,  1956  is  41, 

Deaths  - There  were  17  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  16  being  pulmonary 
and  1 non-pulmonary,  Tables  giving  particulars  of  the  period  elapsing  between 
discharge  from  an  institution  and  death  and  deaths  and  death  rates  from 
tuberculosis  since  1921  are  given  in  the  statistical  tables  at  the  end  of  the 
report. 

There  were  5 more  deaths  in  1956  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  death 
rate  for  1956  is  0.24  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

Contact  Investigation  and  B.C.G.  Vaccination  - 265  contacts,  of  whom  175  were 
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children  under  15  years  of  age,  were  traced  during  the  year  and  were  offered 
x-ray  of  chest.  At  special  contact  sessions  also  held  twice  weekly  in  the 

Airbles  Road  Clinic  Centre  156  persons  were  tuberculin  tested.  The  following 
table  shows  the  result  obtained  from  skin  testing  of  contacts  under  15  years 
of  age.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  in  Schools  - The  number  of  children  eligible  under  the  scheme 
was  1,303.  Consent  for  testing  and  vaccination  was  received  for  1,002 
children.  This  figure  represents  76.9^  of  the  children  eligible  under  the 
scheme.  Of  these  1,002  children  890  received  preliminary  Mantoux  test 
under  the  school  B.C.G.  scheme,  32  were  dealt  with  under  the  B.C.G.  Contact 
Scheme,  1 was  referred  to  another  local  health  authority  as  a contact 
outwith  the  Burgh  and  79  failed  to  attend 0 

847  children  therefore  received  a preliminary  Mantoux  test  which  was 
read  three  days  later.  Of  these  272  were  Mantoux  positive  (32.1^)  and  575 

were  negative  (67 .9^).  Of  the  575  negative  children  all  were  vaccinated 

with  B.C.G.  vaccine.  Of  the  575  vaccinated  children  539  returned  for 
test  of  conversion,  521  of  these  were  found  to  have  converted  to  positive 
Mantoux  and  the  remaining  18  failed  to  be  present  for  the  reading  of  the 
conversion  test.

Follow-up  on  Maas  Miniature  Radiography  Survey 
of  November,  1955 


In  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Survey  carried  out  between  the  14th 
November  and  3rd  December  1955  during  which  21,315  persons  were  x-rayed,  98 
persons  were  reported  as  suffering  from  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  by  the 
medical  directors  of  the  three  mobile  x-ray  units.  After  3 months  of 
assessment  and  follow-up  this  figure  was  reduced  to  44  new  cases  of  active 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  discovered  during  the  campaign.  After  the  3 months 
period  of  assessment  and  follow-up  75  persons  were  found  to  require  further 
observation  as  a result  of  x-ray  during  the  campaign.  At  the  end  of  the  3 
months  period  of  assessment  the  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  cases  were  disposed 
of  as  shown  in  Table  1,

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It  is  now  interesting  to  examine  the  position  of  the  44  persons  with  active 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  the  75  requiring  further  obserratien  at  the  end  of 
the  year  1956  after  one  year  of  follow  up.  Of  the  44  actire  cases  requiring 
treatment  2 remained  untraced  after  one  year  and  one  died  after  leaving 
hospital  on  an  irregular  discharge.  Of  the  20  admitted  to  hospital  only  one 
remained  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  will  require  surgical 
treatment.  The  remainder  hare  been  discharged  to  out-patient  supervision 
and  treatment.  Of  the  total  of  44  persons  under  treatment  during  the  year 
29  remained  under  treatment  in  December  1956.  Of  the  original  12  persons 
requiring  home  treatment  5 remained  under  home  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Between  the  end  of  the  3 months  and  12  months  periods  of  follow-up  only  one  person 
required  to  be  transferred  from  the  observation  group  to  the  active  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  group.  Table  2 shows  the  position  of  the  active  cases  in  December

Loss  of  employment  - 22  persons  were  employed  in  gainful  occupation  at  the  time 
at  which  they  were  discovered  to  have  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the 
survey.  Of  these  10  had  returned  to  work  by  December  1956,  2 were  fit  but 
not  employed,  9 were  unfit  for  employment  and  1 had  died.

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Domestic  Help  Service 

1956  was  the  first  complete  year  during  which  the  service  was  supervised 
by  a full-time  Supervisor  of  Domestic  Helps,  This  scheme  serves  a very 
useful  purpose  but  requires  careful  supervision.  At  the  end  of  the  year  61 
part  time  domestic  helps  were  employed,  200  families  had  been  helped  during 
the  year,  186  of  these  requiring  the  help  on  account  of  chronic  sickness 
mostly  associated  with  aged  and  infirm  persons.  The  types  of  cases  dealt  with

Chiropody  Service  - Care  of  the  Aged 

The  chiropody  service  which  was  provided  for  by  the  Old  People's  Welfare 
Comittee  during  1954  but  which  was  discontinued  during  1955  was  under 
consideration  by  the  Town  Council  during  1956 e Consideration  was  given  as  to 
whether  such  a service  should  be  directly  run  by  the  Town  Council  or  through 
the  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee,  In  September  1956  however  the  Voluntary 
Association  decided  to  re-introduce  the  service  for  a further  period  of  6 
months. 


Mental  Health  Service 


No  effective  work  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Local  Voluntary  Association 
for  Mental  Health  due  to  lack  of  premises  from  which  to  operate.  Various 
buildings  have  been  considered  for  use  as  a senior  occupational  centre.  The 
last  building  to  be  considered  was  a nurses'  home  which  it  was  planned  to 
close.  This  was  finally  considered  unsuitable.  The  Town  Council  has  agreed 
on  the  need  to  have  such  a centre  either  in  new  premises  or  acquired  property 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a senior  occupational  centre  will  be  established 
during  the  coming  year. 


Prevention  of  Accidents  in  the  Home 

No  Local  Voluntary  Association  exists  for  the  purpose  of  prevention  of 
accidents  in  the  home  and  reliance  has  been  placed  in  this  respect  on  the  work 
of  the  health  visitor  in  her  domiciliary  visiting.  It  is  intended  however  to 
arrange  during  1957  for  notification  of  home  accident  cases  dealt  with  in  Law 
Hospital.  Such  notification  will  be  followed  up  by  health  visitor 
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investigation  into  the  circumstances  of  each  aesident  with  a Tie*  to  formulating 
the  lines  of  prerention  to  be  stressed,.

There  are  three  centres  at  vhich  clinics  are  held  - at  Coathill  Hospital, 
Coatbridge,  Oak  Lodge,  Hamilton  and  Strathclyde  Hospital,  Motherwell.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  - BY  THE  DENTAL  OFFICER 

In  this,  the  second  report  on  the  Town  Council's  dental  scheme  for  the 
Priority  Classes,  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  year  1956  the  dental 
arrangements  were  based  on  those  evolved  during  1955  and  in  operation  in  the 
latter  part  of  that  year. 

Dental  Arrangements  during  1956 

As  in  1955  two  sessions  per  week  were  devoted  to  the  dental  inspection 
of  new  cases  and  nine  sessions  were  devoted  to  treatment.  Part  of  one  of 
these  sessions  on  Wednesday  mornings  was  assigned  to  the  extraction  of  teeth 
under  general  anaesthesia.  Dr.  Wm.  Wood,  a local  general  medical 
practitioner  with  considerable  experience  in  this  field,  administered  general 
anaesthetics  to  371  patients  of  whom  almost  half  were  pre-school  children. 

Sources  of  Patients 


The  same  sources  as  in  the  previous  year  provided  a constant  flow  of 
new  patients  in  addition  to  those  mothers  who,  having  commenced  or  completed 
treatment  in  the  ante-natal  period,  returned  for  re-examination  and  treatment 
in  the  post-natal  period.  This  increased  the  number  of  nursing  mothers  who 
attended  for  inspection  of  their  own  accord.

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true  picture  as  it  vas  found  that  patients  who  on  their  inspection  accepted 
treatment  did  not  return  to  have  it  carried  out  and  frequently  those  who 
refused  treatment  returned  when  pain  prompted  them  to  do  so.

Most  refusals  of  treatment  occurred  among  those  ante-natal  patients  who 
were  referred  routinely  for  dental  inspection.

Provision  of  Dentures 


The  scheme  in  operation  provides  dentures  free  of  charge  to  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers.  As  before,  the  construction  of  these  dentures  vas  entrusted 
to  a dental  laboratory  to  the  profession.  During  the  year  a total  of  210 
dentures,  more  than  twice  the  number  in  1955,  were  supplied  from  the  Clinic  to 
138  patients. 

In  such  a scheme  as  this  where  dentures  are  provided  free  of  charge  only 
through  the  Local  Health  Authority  Service,  contrary  to  expectation,  there  is 
little  misuse  of  the  scheme.  Patients  undergoing  treatment  from  general 
dental  practitioners  involving  the  supply  of  dentures  seldom  transfer  to  the 
Clinic  on  becoming  pregnant  to  avoid  paying  N.H.S.  charges  for  them.

Pre-School  Children 

The  number  of  pre-school  children  who  attended  for  dental  examination 
increased  by  almost  half  as  many  again  as  the  number  who  attended  in  1955,  94^ 

of  these  required  dental  attention  and  treatment  at  the  Clinic  was  accepted  in 
every  case,  increasing  the  number  of  attendances  by  approximately  100/&, 

The  increased  number  of  children  referred  is  encouraging  and  is  due  to 
increased  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  Health  Visitors  to  induce  mothers  to  bring 
young  children  for  dental  inspection  at  an  early  age  and  also  because  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  are  encouraged  during  the  course  of  their  own  dental 
treatment  to  bring  older  children  for  a dental  examination.  The  result  can  be 
seen  in  the  increased  numbers  inspected  in  the  2-3  years  and  3-4  years  age 
group. 


Although  the  number  of  extractions,  mainly  under  general  anaesthetics, 
carried  out  on  pre-school  children  is  greater  than  last  year,  these  averaged 
only  2,5  teeth  per  child  compared  with  3-4  teeth  per  child  in  the  previous 
12  months.  Over  100  permanent  fillings  were  inserted  in  temporary  teeth  which 
is  a substantial  increase  on  last  years  figure.  If  more  mothers  had  their 
children  routinely  examined  from  the  age  of  2 years,  when  their  temporary 
dentition  is  complete,  more  teeth  could  be  saved  instead  of  extracted. 

Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers 

Of  the  expectant  mothers  seen  at  the  Clinic  the  majority  were  referred 
routinely  from  the  ante-natal  clinic.  Of  the  total  number  seen  only  4^  did 
not  require  treatment  and  of  the  remainder  a greater  number  (73J&)  accepted 
treatment  at  the  clinic.  This  was  an  increase  from  67^  last  year. 
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Of  the  222  nursing  mothers  inspected  during  the  year,  136  had  also  been 
dentally  examined  in  the  ante-natal  period0  Some  had  completed  a course  of 
treatment  and  were  returning  for  re-examination  but  many  were  returning  to 
complete  treatment  commenced  before  their  confinements 

For  this  reason  it  is  difficult  to  compare  from  the  table  (b)  the 
treatment  carried  out  on  expectant  mothers  with  that  given  to  nursing 
mothers.  For  example,  teeth  extracted  in  the  ante-natal  period  may  not  have 
been  replaced  with  dentures  until  the  post-natal  period. 

It  is,  however,  apparent  that  there  is  some  deterioration  of  the  teeth 
during  pregnancy  and  lactation  when  one  compares  the  proportion  of  extractions 
to  conservations  in  the  ante-natal  and  post-natal  groups. 

The  soundest  policy  is  therefore  to  concentrate  on  the  expectant  mother 
in  order  to  conserve  as  many  teeth  as  possible,  although  there  is  also  a need 
to  have  routine  dental  inspections  in  the  post-natal  period.  This  at  the 
moment  could  only  be  done  by  sacrificing  time  allotted  to  treatment  in 
general , 

Future  Extension  of  Facilities  for  Dental  Treatment 


With  the  opening  of  a new  Health  Clinic  at  Wishaw  early  next  year  a 
second  modern  dental  department  will  be  available  for  the  inspection  and 
treatment  of  patients  in  their  own  area. 

It  is  then  proposed  to  divide  the  number  of  available  sessions  equally 
between  both  clinics,  devoting  one  session  for  the  inspection  of  new  cases  in 
each  centre  and  providing  two  morning  and  two  afternoon  sessions  each  week. 

Until  the  present  staff  is  increased  a full  time  dental  clinic  cannot  be 
operated  in  either  area,  with  the  result  that  there  may  well  be  a considerable 
delay  between  the  commencement  and  completion  of  treatment, 
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
